The  queen'  Is 
til''  larxi'.st  lvi>e.  She  is  the  only  fully-formed 
frm,il<'  and  spends  h'T  life  in  laying  egRs,  thus 
perpetuating  the  existence  of  her  eokmy.  The 
drones  are  the  males,  who  take  no  part  hi  the 
work  of  tht'  hive,  and  live  on  tho  fr>f>d  p.i'h- 
ered  by  others.  Their  duty  Is  to  provide  irom 
out  of  their  number  a  mate  for  the  queen, 
and  whcB  this  function  is  fuiniled  and  the 
honey  flow  is  over,  they  are  killed  off  by  the 
worker Tlie  workers  form  tlv  nia.ii  body  of 
the  colony  and  are  really  undeveloped  females. 
They  perform  aJI  the  work  of  the  hive,  each 
having  an  allottrd  ta.sk,  and  (rather  the  n<  ;"tar 
and  pollen.  .So  .spaiinnly  do  they  perform 
their  tasks  that  during  the  honey  season  they 
work  thenutelves  to  death  in  three  to  six 
weeks.
